Tells a Pitiful Story ot Death and 



PETERSBURG, Jan. 4.— Gen. 
Stoessel's dispatches to the General Staff 
raiious stage* of the defense of Port 
Arthur, as follows: 
On December 28 the General wrote: 
The position of the fortress is very 
painful. Our principal enemies are scur- 
vey, which is mowing the men, and 
eleven-inch shells, against which there 
is 110 protection. There only remain a 
few who have not been attacked by 
scurvey.

Seaman, M. D., who has been pri- 
vately investigating conditions among 
the inhabitants of Porto Rico, states 
that the bigh death rate there and the 
anaetniac condition of the rural |*>pula- 
tion are due to the so-called hook worm. 
The worm sometimes attains a length of 
three-quarters of an inch Treatment of 
live thousand cases and exhaustive in- 
vestigation by a medical commission ex- 
tending of over the last year, show that 
the disease produced by the worm has 
caused more than 30 per cent of the 
deaths in Porto Rico. 

The psrasite development requires 
about two month> and its work in the 
intestines lias been found to greath re 
duce the red corpuscles of the blood. 

At least 90 per cent of the tural popu- 
lation on the island is asserted to be af- 
flicted by the parasite.

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BATTLESHIPS ARE BEST. 

Naval Statistics Show That Modern 
War Cruiser Need Not Fear 
Torpedo Boats. 

Wasbiugton*Preeident Rooaevelt, 
who closely follows the progreas of the 
Kusso-Japaneee war. recently inquired 
of (he navy department if there were any 
authenticated records of battleships hav- 
ing been destroyed by torpedoes launched 
from torpedo craft. The administration 
is strong for congress to authorize thres 
battleships at the approaching session. 

Opposition was made laat year to the 
authorisation of more battleships on the 
ground that they were too vulnerable to 
torpedo attack In the report of Rear Ad- 
miral G A Converse, chief of the bureau 
of navigation is the answer to the in- 
quiry of the president. It looks bad for 
the torpedo craft side of the argument. 
It says: 

"Although a hundred and more tor- 
pedo boats and destroyers have been 
actually engaged ror five months against 
battleships which have been exposed to 
attack times without number, we have 
yet to learn authoritatively of a torpedo 
from a torpedo vessel causing the total 
loss of a single battleship. Those which 
have been mnk owed thelrdestruction to 
submarine mines. 

"To wage successful warfare with a 
naval force requires now, as it baa re- 
quired In all ages a type of vessel which 
shall combine. In the most effective man- 
ner the qualities of offense, mobility, de- 
fense, endurance, self-maintenance. 8uch 
vessels are battleships, and they comtl-

Most articles lost are of sufficient 
value to justify some effort, time, 
or money in endeavor to secure 
their return. If the thing lost 
of insignificant value either for its 
intrinsic worth or the association 
connected with it, the owner 
prefer to lose it rather than expend 
effort, time or money to get it. Pub- 
licity is usually desired. How to 
convey to the public the fact that 
something has been lost is a matter 
that presents itself. Telling a few 
neighbors nmy restore the iusi; 
tacking a notice on a tree or tele- 
phone pole is apt to attract some 
attention. In preference to either 
of the*e we recommend the use of 
the columns of a newspaper which 
reaches the majority of the people 
or more peopl« than any other 
paper in the neighborhood. Even 
this method may not be effective, 
but is generally recognized as the 
moat serviceable. The others can 
be resorted to if the day of publica- 
tion is too far off, and the immedi- 
ate return of the lost article is de 
sired. For example: a man loses 
a bunch of kejs. This is apt to 
bring great inconvenience, delay 
business 

What he desires is to let the people 
know that be has lost. Some 
monthB ago a bunch of keys was 
found in front of the Advocate of- 
fice; on the ring was a ware-house 
key. We presumed this belonged 
to a merchant or coal or produce 
man. We knew their value. We 
could have kept the keys until our 
publication Jay, inserted an ad and 
charged for it.

VALOR IN SOUTH AMERICA. 

Peruvian Ship Battles Desperately for 
Hours Against Three Chil- 
ian Vessels. 

Onre the Peruvian monitor Huascar 
fought against thre- Chilian ships. 
After both Admiral Grau and his fla* 
lieutenant were killed Oapl. Agulrre 
took command, was killed tnd then 
succeeded by Capt. Carbajal. who waa 
put hors de combat by a shell. The 
command devolved then on Lieut 
Palaclos. who was disabled, and finally 
Lieut. Gareyon. with the ship on fire, 
three feet of water in the hold and with a 
loss of half bis officers and crew, waa 
forced to strike his flag. 

On July 21. 1879. the Huascar waa In 
action against the Chilian ship Abtao. 
Torpedoes were not at that lime much 
understood and. one being fired from 
the Huascar through faultv mechan- 
ism returned back straight upon the 
■hip. Seeing this and knowli g that 
if the ship waB struck she must sink, 
Lieut. Diaz Canseco jumped overboard 
and in the water with his hands al- 
tered Its course just before It came in 
contact with the ship 

The fierceness of the fighting and 
iho appalling slaughter both in this 
war and that of Paraguay against 
Hrazll can be matched only by the 
present war between the Ktiesians and

720.000 tons of hay. 
I "Rice averages ;l5.r> bushels per acre, 
and with 234.200 acres, gives 8.214.100 j 
bushels for the year 1904. 

"In Irish potatoes there was an In- I 
crease in acreage of 18 per cent. The I 
average yield per acre is 77 bushels, 
, which gives 2,324.000 bushel*, an in- 
l crease of RMN bushels over last year. 
I The tobacco crop Is given at 600 
pounds per acre, which compares very 
favorably with the best states in the 
union. 

"No wonder that the Texas farmers 
are happy and prosperous. With a 
grain crop nearly equal to any of the 
great grain state, and with more live 
stock than any state our cotton crop is 
a great surprise. Our grain crops this 
year amount to I100.000.noo. Texas thiR 
year produced nearly one-nineteenth of 
the total corn crop, and yet what a small 
part of the corn area of the land that 
will grow corn la in cultivation. The 
time is not far distant when Texas will 
lead in eora as she does In cotton. 

"Last January Texas had a little more 
than one-twentieth of all the hogs in 
the United States. With the increase In 
corn production more hogs will come.
